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SHOOTING SMALL BOYSs AS A
PASTIME.

Frane McGavenraN, watohman on a coal
wharf, being of a sportive turn of mind, and
baving the example of Richard Ficken, sagar
refiner, before kis eyes, celebrated last Ohriat-
mas day by indulging in the laxary of shoot-
ing to death a small boy by the namse of
Gieorge H. Fury, just as Ficken ocsmmemo-
rated the anniversary of St. Valentine a yesr
ago in a wsomewhat similar manner.
MoGaughran proved himself the better
marksman of the two, for he slaughtered his
boy, while Ficken merely ‘‘winged,” or to
speak more literally, ‘‘legged”} young Carran,
and was thereby enabled to esoape a liability
to the penalty which the laws attach to the
orime of murder. MoeGaughran was evidently
inspired by the example of Fioken tocelebrate
the Obristmas holiday in the way he did, and
there certainly appears to be ne good reason
why a poor coal-wharf watohman may not shoot
small boys on Christmas, if wealthy sngar
refiners can with impunity indulge in the
same aport upon 8t, Valentine's day. It was
just here, however, that McGaughran made
his greatest mistake. Shooting small boys is
not yet recognized to any given extent by the
general public or the laws of the Btate of
Pennsylvania a8 & legitimate method of
amusing the leisure hours of gentlemen of
pporting proclivities. To be sure, a license
to shoot small fboys can be purchased in the
shape of a general indulgence from the Gov.
ernor of the State, who is endowed with the
power of granmting a free pardon to any
one lor all offenses, whether such offenses
have been proved ina court of law to have
been committed or not. This kind of a par-
don, however, takes money, and it cost
Richard Ficken the sum of $50,000 for send-
ing a bullet into Arthur Curran's leg.

As MoGaughran killed his boy, it would
probably bave cost him at least $100,000 to
have been released from the disagreeable
neocessity of standing a trial upon the charge
of murder. MoGaughran being obly a poor
watchman, was unable to obtain any sach
sum as this, and the consequence has been
that yeaterday ho was convicted before Judges
Ludlow and Paxson of murder in the second
degree and was senterced to ten years im-
prisonment in the Eastern Peniteatiary.
This served him right, for he should have
known that, althongh this is a repablic, rich
men have some privileges which poor men
must sigh for in vain, and one of these is the
privilege of shoeting small boys.

We doubt not but that MoGaughran's
counsel did what they could for him after a

certain fashion, but as he followed in the:

footsteps of Ficken in one respect, why did
he not imitate him in another? He should
by all means have obtained the services of
Megsrs. William B. Maon and Lewis C. Cas-
sidy, who carry on the business of pardon
brokers as well as that of attorneys and coun-
sellors-at-law, and who have an influence with
the Executive in matters of this kind which
it would have been worth while for MeGaungh-
ran to have availed himself of. Messrs,
Mann and Cassidy might indeed have put the
matter throngh with the Governor for a much
smaller sum than # 100,000, and the friends
of the unfortunate man who was convicted
yesterday might, by beggmng, borrowing, or
stealing, have possibly obtained enough cash
to have spared him the pain of a publio trial
on the charge of murder and a sentence to
such an unpleasant place of residence as the
Eastern Penitentiary. Indeed, the more the
matter is considered, the more likely it ap-
pears that the thing could have been done at
a comparatively moderate cost. With the
precedent of the Ficken ocase before him,
how cou'd the Governor, to be eonsistent,
bave refused a pardon to MeGaughran ? Be.
gides, MoG.ughran probably bhas some
politioal influence, even if he lacks cash; and

as the Governor, the Attorney-General,
and Mr. William B, Mann
are all aspirants for valaable

publio offices, and as they will certainly need
all the political influence they car obtain, it is
vory likely that MoGaughran could have got
his pardon on comparatively easy terms., As
the mutter now stands i1he administration of
justice in Pennsylvania is certainly open to
reproach. Richard Ficken ocan walk the
streets of Philadelphia a free man, simply
because he is able to purchase with a certain
amount of cash immusity from any of the
legal consequences of what the law denomi.
nates to be a crime, while Frank MeGaughran,
for imitating his example, is tried, convicted,
and sentenced to the Penitentiary as a felon,
In the words of the immortal W, Bhakespeare
weo exclaim:—

‘““Can such things be,
And o'ercome us like & summer's cloud,
Without our special wonder?”

THE OLD AND NEW OONGRESS,
At noon to-day the Forty-first Congress ex-
pired, and the Forty-second Congress] was
ushered into official existence. This change
is one of no lLttle political importance, on
ancoount of the comparstive diminution of
Republican strength and the increase of the
strength of the Democracy, This will be
more apt to be felt now negatively, however,
than positively, for the immense preponder-
Ance of the Republicans in the Benate will
provent the passage of sny radical Demo-
cratio mesgure, and the worst that is to be
feared for the present is that the diminished
Republican streggth in the Hounse may pre-
vent the passage of radical Republican mea-
sures in that body. The Democrats can no
longer shield themselves under the pretext
that they are utterly powsrless, They will
have strength enough to prevent hasty sction
on any question, and, if they moure the aid
of » fow Republicans, they can prevent the
passage of any bill of an ultra partisan oharae-
tor or of any other measare which they unite jn
opposing. What the country needs aboye
all other things is a party of economy and
reform; and if a coutrolling majority of the

members of the next Uongrees ars heartily
devoted to snoh a poliay, it will matter com-
prratively little what I8 the comparative pro-

‘portion of its Republionn and Demooratic

members, The conntry is growing tired of
sbstractions, aud jutensely anxions that the
burdens of tax.payers should not be main.
tained and inoreased hy a rooklass waste of
the pnblio money, Honest and prudent men
opposed to such extravagance are to be fonud
among the members of both parties, on the
one band, as there are champions of extrava-
ganoce and slaves of corruption to bs found
alike among the Demovratic and Repnblican
members. The best thing Congress conld do
wonld be to lift the burdens from the psople
by abstaining from the expenditure of »
single dollar unnebessarily; sod after they
have re-established an old.-fashioned nystom
of economy, they might guarrel to their
bearts' comtent about the partisan issnes, It
is diffiounlt to ascertain at this writing whether
some of the appropriations wbont which the
Senate and House differed have beeu pasded
or defeated; but the temdency of the times
is illustrated by the Seiwte uction favoring
an inerease of the salaries of a large numbar
of Washington officiuls, the expenditure of
large sums for mnew pablio boillings
at the capital, and (most dangerous of
all) the passage of an amendment
authorizing the payment of claims
of Bouthern loyalistas for food, sapplies, eto.,
furnished to the Union armies during the late
war, a8 well as by the excessive liberality dis-
played by the house to some of its favorits,
There is no nation on earth that has so mach
money fooled and flang away by its looal,
State, and national representatives, year after
year, as the United States; and the plaunder of
trensuries is growing to be such a favorite
science with the politicians of all parties that
they have well-nigh come to regard all other
studies as well as the remonstrauces of the
press and the sufferings of the people, as
totally unworthy of their attention, The day
is coming when issues arising ont of these
stereotyped robberies will absorb sll others,
and it is to be hoped that the change
in the political aspect «f the Honss will
basten this anspicious day, or at least make
the members of both parties more windfal of
the rising wrath of the people agaiuat fool-
ish and crimival extravagauce. Everybody
and pretty much everything hus heen taken
care of, of late years, except the able-bodied
white tax-payer, who has footed the bill of all
projects and all theories, but who does not
intend much lovger to suffer suybody's iu-
terests or any class of exciting qnestions to
blind his eyes to the iwportance of holding
those who vote away his woney to rigil
accountability,

Independent of the topio already referred
to, the issnes most likely to arise in the new
Congress will probably relate to the tariff,
the alleged outrages in the Southern States,
the proposed treaty with Great Britain, aud
San Dowmingo. Wnderlying everything else
will be the struggle for the Presidentinl sno-
cession. The Democrats, rendered nsg ems-
ciated and hungry as Pharaoh's lean kioe by
their prolonged exclosion from national
power, will make desperats and probably
adroit attempts to regmin it. 'T'he Repnubli-
cans are to some extent divided in their
counsels, and a long leass of power, with its
accompanying patronage and responsibilities,
bas tended to develop inteuse jenlonsies and
antagonisms, It remmins to be seen whether
the Republican party will prove equal to the
task of reconciling and allaying thew to such

an extent that the political victories of
1860, 18G4, and 1868 will be [followed
by a siwmilar triumpn in 1872, Auy

attempt of the Democraocy to revive old war
issues will have a strong tendenoy to rekindle
the irresistible enthusiasm that has wo often
swept the country; but it is not unliksly that
comparatively new issues will sttain para-
mount importance in tke next Presidential
campaign, and it behooves the Republican
members to be on their best bshavior, and
to combine, as far as iu thew lies, the wisdom
of the serpent with the innocence of the dova,

if they wish to secure another triumph for
themselves and their party in 1872,

RECOMMENDED T0O MERCY,
YestERDAY afternoon the jury in the case of
Percy B. Spear, on trial in the United States
Distriot Court, rendered a verdiot of guilty,
accompanying their finding with a “strong
recommendation” to the mercy of the Court.
Bpear, it will be remembered, was appointed
an Indian Agent by the FPresident, on the
recommendation  of a8 certain mis.
sionary mssociation, and in his anxiety
to pget his fingers on the mouey
and goods belonging to the Govern-
ment and the Indians, forged the name of
Charles E. Bmith, Esq., formerly President
of the Reading Railroad Company, as one of
the ureties to his bond, adding also that of
John W, Jones, Eeq., the Becretary of the
Reading Railroad Company, as a witness to
Mr. Bmith's gignature, The forgery of these
fwo npames was so completely proven
that th scoundrel had no
loophole through which he could possi-
bly creep. Indeed, the only palliation
of the offense that was attempted was the
suggestion by one of Bpear's counsel that
somwe kind friend of the accused had filled up
and signed the bond, intimating that this
kind friend was a bolder of publio office, who
did it “‘without a thought that there was any-
thing morally or legally wrong in it." ‘I'nis
intimation pointed plainly to Robert M,

Evans, who was also one of Bpear's
sureties, and  accompanied him o
the office of the Distriot Attorney

when the bond was taken there for approval,
What further conneotion Evans had with the
watter did not appesr in the evidence elivited,
but until be is shown to have had nothiug to
do with the forgery, and to have been en-
tirely ignorant of it perpeteation, the coart

of public opinion will hold him equally guilty |

with Bpear.,

The length of time taken by the
Jory in Spesr’s oase to agres npon a verdiot,
and the ‘“‘strong” recommendation to meroy,
bave a snspicionelook in this case, The appeal
of the jury in behslf of Spear is intended, of
conrse, ns & basid for an attewpt to pro-
cure a pardon from the President,
whereby the resesl Spear will escape the pun-
ishment be so richly merite. There are cases
in which a rocommendation to meroy is both
plangible sud proper, but it is incomprehan-
sible bow such & reeommmendation conld be
wade in s oase of clearly-proven forgery. It
ix to be hoped, however, thal Jundge Cadwal.
Iader will give Spear . punishment commen-
surate with lis deserts, and that the Presi-
deut will be persunded. for consistenoy's sake,
to keep his hands off.  If his Indian polioy is
vot & were sham, ha will surely not interfere
with P'erey B, Spear.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS,
LasT evening the plans for the new public
buildings  which huve been prepared by
Jobn MoeArthur, Jr., were exhibited at the
Contivental Hotel to the Jodges of the
Courts, tbhe leading members of the bar,
wemwbers of Couneils, and others, for the
purpose of regeiving criticisms and sngges-
tiope- The plavs exhibited the distribation
of the offices in one large building at the in-
terseotion of Broad aond Market streets,
with the general architectnral effaot
the proposed structnre wonld have, aud also
the distribution of room in four buildings.
Thewe plaus were freely criticized, and [a
nuwber of ifwportant and valuable saggea.
tiong wers made, which will donbtless be
mude nse of in the preparation of the plan
which will ultimately be submitted to the Com-
mivsioners. There conld be bnt one opinion,
however, with regard to the great superiority
in every respect which one large building in
the centre will bhave over fonr small ones.
Such a building us Mr. MoeArthur's plan pro-
poses will not ouly have an imposing archi-
tectural effect, but it will economize space
snd will be heated, lighted, and ventilated at
mwuch Jess  expense  than  four  edi-
fices,  All the advantages are on the
side of one large and elegant stroetore,
and we are vonfident that ontside of the ring
of property-helders who are clamoring to have
the public buildings pliced on Washington
Square, thers will be one opinion on this
subject ammong the eitizens of Philadelphia
when the plans of the commission are fully

mutured  and  are submitted to public
uriticism,
